The = aituation has not 
deteriorated disastrously;

Westorn 
policy since the “summit” 
meeoting has been based oD 
the assumption that in 
consequence of that historic 
conference there would be 
signs of progress and of a 
“new tmpetuas” towards end- 
ing the “cold war.” It {s 
this assumption which now 
has to be reviewed, though 
not necessarily abandoned. 

The “summit” talks had o 
limited purpose—to lay 
down procedure and create 
an atmosphere which would 
focilitate nogotlation at the 
next stage, The Russians 
coined the phrase “the 
Genevo spirit” and = en- 
deavoured to pretend it was 
something more than an 
atmosphere. It proved to be 
ephemeral, There was little 
of the “spirit of Geneva" 
visible during the foreign 
ministers’ mecting last 
month and the Russians 
made it transparently
